Free Silver and the Old Soldier. 
Editor Times:—•"Coin" Harvey, a 


few days ago in Cincinnati, very justly 
admitted that there may be some per- 
sons, or classes, who would, perhaps, 
be injured by the free coinage of sil- 
ver, 
and, as an illustration, named the 


"decrepit -veteran, old and unable to 
earn money and without any other sup- 
port besides his pension." Both the 
Tribune and Press, of this city, seize 
upon this admission as a tid-bit con- 
ceded by the silver side of the financial 
question, and gloat over it as an argu- 
ment worthy of consideration. 
Now, 


let it be borne in mind that civil gov- 
ernment is designed for the greatest 
benefit to the largest number. 
It is 


almost impossible to enact any law, by 
state or nation, that doesn't injure 
some one or more of our fellow-citizens. 
At least, in many instances, this is 
true, epecially law on finance or tariff. 
The chief question for consideration is: 
Will the law do more good than harm; 
will it benefit the great majority, and, 
if possible, without doing irreparable 
wrong to any? 
Again, should the 


measure in question be passed, work- 
ing a minimum 
of 
injury 
to a 


minimum of population? The next 
question is, may not this wrong be 
righted 
by 
additional , legislation? 


Now, 
how does this argument apply to 


tho case in hand—the decrepit old 
veteran? And here, let ifc be said, not- 
withstanding the injustice and dis- 
reputableness of garbling, that neither 
of the above named publications gave 
Mr. Harvey's fnll statement on this 
subject, as found in the Cincinnati 
Post, from which they quoted, and up- 
on which they commented, the addi- 
tional thought being that the improved 
condition, 
by which such veterans 


would find themselves 
surrounded, 


would l)e largely, if not entirely, com- 
pensating for their losses in the dimin- 
ished purchasing power of their pens- 
ions. Nor is this all, should such con- 
dition provo to be true. 
A remedial 


act could bo passed (and none more 
likely to render such aid than the ad- 
vocates of better times) that would 
make up for all losses to the veterans. 
In fact, we already have laws to this 
effect. 
Eight here in Portsmouth, it 


is of monthly occurrence, that soldiers, 
more unfortunate than many of their 
comrades, are drawing additional re- 
lief. 
This effectually disposes of the 


capital that gold bug scribblers and 
stumpers are attempting to make out of 
the free silver soldier racket. 


But, suppose we look a little further 


along this line. 
There are about 970,- 


000 soldiers who draw an average of 
§12 per month in punsions. 
Now, the 


productive capacity of these soldiers, 
as an average, would be very much 
greater under the stimulus of an en- 
larged money volume, than what 
it 


now is, and thus make up too much 
tho larger portion of them. 
Not only 


this loss in the purchasing power of 
their $12 per mouth, but in many'casos 
of no inconsiderable profit besides, so, 
that as an average, the soldiers would 
bo better oft' than they now are. Hence, 
they should all vote, as many of them 
will, for the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver. 
May the soldiers and 


all 
others 
consider 
this question 


thoughtfully, and not be governed by 
tho rant and cant of the gold bug 
official 
soct, the national 
bankers, 


j bond-holders, and money kings in gen- 


pur- 


chasing power of their incomes by 


.the other night.

SOUNDS STRANGE. 


This Story or starvation in the New 


York World Purporting 


To Be Told By Rev. A. D. Singer, Baptist 


Minister at Rardtn. 


Is Itjth* Work of th« Famous Ad»n:» 


County JLlar or Did Uev. Singer Actu- 


ally Go Through the gofferlne" °* 


Starvation an Graphically 
De- 


scribed in Hi» Purported 


Confession? 


In a recent issue of the New York 


Sunday World appeared a very start- 
ling article on, "How it Feels to 
Starve to Death." The accredited 
author, who relates his own e zperience 
with want and hunger, is none other 
than Bev. Ad. D Singer, a Baptist 
minister of Rarden, this county. 
Rev. 


Singer has been engaged in the min- 
istry for over twenty years, and the 
following graphic description of how 
it feels to be starving will be rend with 
much interest. It seems hardly_ possi- 
ble that such a condition of circum- 
stances could prevail in this enlight- 
ened section. It may be that Rev. 
Singer has been misrepresented, and the 
confession, purporting to be his own, 
may be but another fabrication of the 
famous Adams county liar. If such is 
the case, Rev. Singer will undoubtedly 
find it necessary to -write an article in 
explanation. The story of Rev. Sing- 
er, as published in the World, is as 
follows: 
"Incredible as it may seem, I have 


experienced here in Rarden, O , treat- 
ment such as would not bo given to a 
heathen, and have seen my family act- 
nally starving. 
"I, a minister of the ,gospel, have 


suffered the pangs of hunger while liv- 
ing among my parishioners, and when 
I told them that I and my family were 
starving, with cut a cupfnl of flour in 
the house, there was not one word of 
sympathy expressed, and, although 
my meager salary was months overdue, 
not a suggestion of relief was made, 
and I left the home of God wondering 
if such things could be in a Christian 
land. 


Th6iphysical pain of wanting food is 


torture, but the mental pain of seeing 
helpless others in need of it iii far 
worse. I was so weak from the] want 
of food that my very brain reeled and I 
seemed ou the verge of insanity. 
My 


thoughts continually wandered away 
from my present surroundings and I 
could only think of the happy days 
years ago when I was a young man, 
strong in vigorous young manhood, 
happy with my young wife, and eager- 
ly looking forward to my work in the 
ministry. 
"This was bad enough, but my'rnisery 
was added to by the fact that the very 
people among whom I lived owed back 
salary. 
My circuit comprises the fol- 


lowing Ohio towns, which are annually 
assessed a portion of my salary: Min- 
eral Springs, $40; Jay Bird, $50; Rar- 
den, $150; Young's Station, $50; Hen- 
ley, $50. 
Since the 3d day of last 


May, 
Mineral Springs hna paid me $a. 


From December 20th, 1895, until the 
present time I have received $2.50 
from the members of the church at 
Bardcu. Young's Station is behind, 
and Henley is the only pariah which 
has paid up to date. 


"From December 20, 1895, until 


August 10, 180C, I kept my family of 
self, wife and four children, besides t a 
horse and buggy, which was necessary 
for me to have in order to cover my 
circuit, on $1 a week. I received $2 
every two weeks when I preached at 
Henley, the money being paid to me at 
the close of each service. 


"I knew the inevitable, which fin-t 


ally came when my wife cooked the last 
bit of breadstuff we had in tho house, 
and we would not huve had that had 
not a neighbor, not a parishioner, one 
of tho poorest men in the town, come 
to my hunso after dark, as if ashamed 
of hfi kindness, and left a small pail of 
cornmeal. 
When that was gone we 


had nothing. 


"If ever a man was tempted, I was, 


and yet even tnsic would not pat food 
into the mouths of those I loved. The 
next dny was tho Sabbath, and I de- 
termined to make tho condition of my 
family known to my parishioners at 
Rardon, i" tho hops1, that thoy would 
pay up at least a small portion of my 
salary. 
"Sunday was a dreary and hungry 


day. 
We hoped almost against hopo, 


and finally I left my hungry family at 
home, so weak that I conld hardly 
walk the short distance to my church. 


"At the conclusion of tho service, I 


did the hardest thing of all my life—I 
told my congregation, with tears in 
my eyes, just how I was situated, and 
said that myself and my family were 
starving. 
"There was no response from any- 


one. 
No collection was asked for or 


suggested, nor was there even one word 
of sympathy expressed. 
Weak in body 


and despairing in spirit, I returned to 
the parsonage, and not until I had told 
my wife and family of the failure of 
tho congregation to do anything did 
a few townspeople, among them six 
parishioners, come to my relief. 
In 


all, nineteen persons who lived in the 
town called with aid, which ranged 
from five cents, which was collected by 
a yonng girl not a parishioner, toil. 50 
in cash. 


"The largest amount given by any 


one parishioner was §1.05 worth of 
meat :md potatoes, and the smallest 
was 10 cents worth of potatoes. 
In 


all, I received that night |8.83, of 
which 
$15.75 was from parishioners; 


me for the amount they had given^iue. 
These 1 gave. 
"This is supposed to be a land of 


plenty. 
What a plea is my experience 


in Ohio for foreign missions! 
What 


the conference will do in the matter I 
know not, but I do not think that they 
have the right to send a minister here 
to go through all that I have."

H. S. Neal at Ashland, Saturday, in 
introducing Senator Teller.

Ladies. Gentlemen and my Country- 


men:—"We have met here today, not as 
Democrats, not as Republicans, but as 
citizens of the greatest and first na- 
tion upon the face of the earth, in or- 
der to discuss, iu a calm, intelligent 
and conservative 
manner, the 
greafc 


issues of the day. 
Issues far exceed- 


ing anything that we have had to con- 
sider since the financial issue of 1873. 


Why, 
nobody has been able yet to 


determine the silver dollar was demon- 
etized and an effort made to place this 
nation upon a strictly gold standard 
basis. 


I have been conte3ted with the Ke- 


publican party ever since its first or- 
ganization, and I had hoped and ex- 
pected to end my political career as a 
member of that party. 
Bat time 


changes. 
The issues out of which the 


party rose have all been settled. Those 
growing out of slavery, those growing 
out of reconstruction measures after 
and made necessary by the war of the 
rebellion. 
All those issues' have been 


settled. 
We have no\v no issues to 


divide us, except those which

economic in their character. 
The pro- 


tective tariff on the one hand, revenue 
reform or free trade upon tho other.

and did all in my power to secure its 
passage. 
And with me, side by side, 


working in the very front ranks, was 
the illustrious candidate for the Presi- 
dency, Hon. Win. McKiuley. He stood 
there then, and I stand todny, where I 
eheu stood, favoring tho remouotization 
of the standard silver dollar. 


In addition to that, my fellow citi- 


zens, another issue of an important 
character, growing out of this financial

These resolutions 


were also supported by every Republi- 
can member of congress, including 
Major" McKinley, and have never been 
repealed or modified by any subsequent 
congress. 


Right there, my fellow-citizens, I 


stand today. 
Upon that resolution tho 


distinguished and very intelligent gen- 
tleman from Colorado stands today, 
and right thero Major McKinley should 
stand in order to bo consistent in his 
record upon this matter. 


Another question that is made an 


issue by the Chicago platform, 
and 


.upon which the St. Louis platform is 
silent, is tho income tnx law. 
Thero 


are men in tho United States today 
whoso incomes are not less than one 
million dollars a yoav.

heard of them. 
One million men h:xvo 


to work ono whole dny in order to pay 
into the coffers of these gentlemen the 
money that tlioy draw out of tho 
pockets of the people.
